Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Beach et al, Fig. 9, and James, Fig. 4, discloses a retroreflective function 
member made of a flat plate-shaped transparent body, wherein a front surface is an 
incoming and outgoing surface, a rear surface is a reflective surface, wherein the front 
surface projects forward to have a cylindrical shape when seen from the side and the 
rear surface projects backwards to have a cylindrical shape when seen from the side. 
However, neither Beach et al nor James teaches or suggests "at least one surface of 
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Art Unit: 2872 

both side surfaces is a reflective surface" as recited in claim 1 . There is no motivation to 
modify Beach et al or James so as to meet the claimed invention.
